The Journal of the Imperialifts in Italy from the 16th 
of October to the 22d. 


N the 16th’ we forrag’d without lofs ; 
_ nothing of moment happen’d. On the 
17th we forrag’d again with the ufual 
Convoy. About 10 in the Morning the 
Enemy made a tripple difcharge from 
all their Cannon and finall Arms, for the Confede- 
rate Fleet and Army’s retiring from before Cadiz, 
and the Arrival of the Plate Fleet at Vigo. On the 
18th three {mall Parties of Huffars return’d to the 
Camp. One of them brought in 2 Captains, 30 
Horfes, fome Mules and Baggage, which they took 
betwixt Pizzighitone and Cremona. The other 2 
joyn’d together and cut off 12 of the Enemy near 
Guaftalla ; and near Modena lighted on fome Carts 
loaded with Hay, which the Enemy was carrying 
into that Town; they took away 50 Oxen that 
drew the Carts, and brought them into the Camp. 
On the 19th, part of the Army forrag’d, our Parties 
brought in 20 Prifoners. On the 20th, The other 
. part of the Army forrag’d, and our Parties brought 
in 20 Prifoners. On the 21ft, 45 Prifoners more 
were taken. The Weather begins to be rainy,and the 
Ways to grow bad. Yefterday the Enemy blew up 
the Caftle of Luzara. On the 22d, The Enemy blew 
up fome Houfes in Luzara. We do not under- 
‘ftand why they ruin that place, for “tis but an open 
Village. They have fent the heavy Cannon from 
their Camp, and, as the Deferters tell us, are ready 
to break up. To fecure their Retreat, and march 
in Columns,they are repairing the great Roads. The 
Po is fwell’d fo high, that part of the Regiment of 
young Daun has been oblig’d to change their Poft. 
The Enemy have drawn off 2 of their Cannon out 
of the Ifland. A Party of the Regiment of Staren- 
berg brought in 26 Prifoners. Cornet Pezey of the 
Regiment of Ebergeni,who had been out a Fortnight 
with a Party of 47 Huffars,came back to the Camp, 
Near Cremona he took 2 Captains, and 1 Com- 
miffary with 1200 Piftoles about him. In his return 
he kil'd fome of the Enemy, and brought ia 30 
Horfes. .

From the French Army in Italy, Ot. 24. The Ar- 
inies are extreamly incommoded by the wet Wea- 
ther. Our heavy Artillery is fent to Cremona. On 
the 22d in the Night, tho’ the Weather was very 
foul, the Enemy made an Attempt to ruin our 
Bridge at Guaftalla 3 but our Guard that was pofted 
for the Defence of the Bridge, fird at them from 
fome pieces of Cannon, funk fome of the Boats in 


which they came to execute their Defign, and made © 


the reft turn back again ; on this occafion the Ene- 
my had fome Men kill’'d and drowned. The new 
Works about Guaftalla will be perfected next Week. 
The Peafants, and Deferters from the Imperialifts, 
tell us, That their Infantry is making Barracks of 
Stone, and cover them with Planks. The fwelling 
of the Po has’ oblip’d Prince Eugene to alter the 


Difpofition of his Right Wing, and to remove his 


Cannon from that fide. Part of the Bridge on our 
Left has been carry’d away by the high Water. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Nov.é6. 

On the 4th a Courier arriv’d from the Duke de 
Vendome with Advice, That there had fallen fo 
much Rain and Snow that the Camp was very 
miry, by which the Troops fuffer'd great Hardhhips ; 
and that the Carcafes of the dead FHorles had caus’d 
fuch a Stink, that -he was oblig’d to remove his 
Camp-to leave more Ground betwixt him and the 
Enemy. Prince Eugene, whofe Army was alike 
incommoded, was oblig’d to move likewife. Thefe 
Hardfhips will in all likelihood oblige them to make 
an end of the Campaign. Letters from Turin fay, 
That the Imperialifts threaten to block up Mantua 
this Winter ; but the Duke of Vendome has fenr a 
great number of Troops into that Ciry under the 
Command of Count Theffe. The fame Letters add, 
That the King of Spain had fut off his Departure 
from Milan to the 3d inftant. That Marfhal Villeroy 
was afriv'd in Prince Eugene's Camp, who had ap- 
sea a Convoy to conduct him to the Duke of 

‘endome’s, or to Milan. 

Paris, Nov. 6. They write from Alfatia, That in 
all appearance the Prince of Baden will attack New- 
bourg, which is garrifon’d with 3000 Men under 
Monfieur de Biron. The Infantry of the Army of 
Marfhal Villars is on the German fide of the Rhine, 
but -his Horfe is on the Ifland in that River, 
where they can encamp more commodioufly. ’Tis 
advis’d that the Eletor of Bavaria has poffefs’d him- 
felf of the Town of Guensburg in the Marquifate 
of Burgau, and of Kempen on the Iler. The Re- 
port, that Marfhal Catinat and other General Offi- 
cers would leave the Army in Germany,proves falfe. 
They write from Metz, That Count Tallard having 
joyn’d the Marquefs de Loemaria, march’d on the 
28th Vit. with 16000 Men to attack Traerbach,and 
that he has taken it. .
